The Landholders of England will likewiſe 
be pleaſed 'to confider, that ſeveral northera 
Nations and States which yearly conſume vaſt 
Quantities of Engliſh Woollen Manufactures, 
are not able to pay for the fame by any other 
Means than exchanging their Linen Cloth, 
Yarn &c. for our Woollens ; and in this Trade, 
the People of Ireland are fo far intereſted, that 
it ſecures to them an Engliſh Demand, for 


Iriſn Woollen and Worſted Yarn, and Wool, 


to the Amount, of more than One Hundred 
Thouſand Pounds per Annum, which could 
not otherwiſe be ditpoſed of, without impair- 
ing the Strength, and affecting the Stability 
of the Britiſh Empire. ez! 


So that upon the Whole, the regulating of |
